Dr. Dixou ou June 6th, li/0-5, shortly 
after the passage of the Act of As- 
sembly creatiug the State Department 
of Health. 
He 
was re-appointed 


March 1st, 1907, by Governor Edwin 
3. Stuart and ou March lot, 3911, by 
Governor John K VTener. 


Under his able direction the Feuu 


sylvauia Department of Health has 
achieved first place among the public 
health organizations iu this country 
aud the work whien has been accom- 
plished has attracted attention jat 
home and abroad. 


At the present time the Department 


has between Three and four thousand 
employees and its activities reach to 
every section of the State. 


In the campaign against tubercu- 


losis, which ten years ago was the 
chief cause of death in Pennsylvania, 
one hundred and fifteen tuberculosis 
dispensaries have been established 
and three great State Sanatoria at 
Mont Alto. Cresson and Hamburg 
have been constructed under the sup- 
ervision of Dr. Dixou. In ten years 
tuberculosis has fallen from first to 
second place as a cause of death in 
this State and the rate is ste-adily de- 
clining year by year. 


Four thousand deaths and fortv 


thousand illnesses from typhoid fever 
was the annual toll exacted from 
Pennsylvania's citizens tenyeais ago. 
Today this has been decreased more 
than 75 per cent, and altuough in the 
meantime the population of the State 
has increased more than a million, 
the number of deaths froJi this csuse i 
is only one-fourth the former figure. 


During the past year the death rate 


of 13.9 per thousand inhabitants was 
the lowest in the history of the State. 
More than 
seventy-eight thousand 


people are alive in Pennsylvania to- 
day, who would have died had the 
death rate of 1906 continued. Of these 
7S.916 lives. 40.528 have been saved by 
the reduction of four principal dis- 
eases.

During these years 1,767,000 babies 


have been bora 
in Pennsylvania 


whose births have been recorded with 
all the facts concerning them, in the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics of the De- 
partment of Healtn. 


Since its establishment the Penn- 


sylvania Department has served as a 
model for numerous other States that 
have desired to profit by the methods 
which nave been here inaugurated. 


Success of Typhoid Inoculation, 
Sir Frederick Treves, presiding at 


tho Society of Arts on the occasion of 
Doctor Sandwlth's Chadwlck lecture 
on "War aud Disease." was able to 
bear witness to the remarkable sani- 
tary conditions under which the proa- 
en t war is being waged. 
Particu- 


larly did he indorse the value of inoc- 
ulation for typhoid, by which means 
that great danger to armies in the 
fioid Las been practically eliminated. 
Sir Frederick was, in fact, able to stato 
that not a single inoculated rnaa had 
died of typhoid in the British expedi- 
tionary force, and that there had only 
been 212 cases of typhoid, with 22 
deaths. When we remember the ex- 
tent to which typhoid prevailed in our 
armies during the Boer war, when the 
conditions were probably infinitely 
less provocative of that disease than 
those which must necessarily prevail 
in prolonged trench fighting, it will he 
recognized that Sir Frederick's claim 
that the existing sanitary arrange- 
ments are unprecedented is justified.—• 
London, Outlook.

BHgnt of Fruit irees. 


2so suoject at just this time is at- 


tracting more attention by fruit grow- 
ers than that of the blight of :he apple, 
pear and quince trees. Scores of speci- 
mens from various parts of Pennsyl- 
vania haye recently oeeo sent to State 
Zoologist H. A. Surface. Harrisbure. 
asking him to name the trouble aad 
state what to do for it. He replies 
that he finds the disease 10 be one 
commonly known as Pear Blight, 
aiso called Blaes Blight, Twig Blight. 
Trunk Blijrht. Bark Blight, etc. It is 
a bacterial disease that works w.thm 
ihe tissue of the plant, and, therefore, 
can 
not 
be reached 
by 
spraying 
i 


liquids. It may start at the olossom. j 
or ai any place where the bark is 
broken, or where injury has occurred. 


One reason why the blignt is so'un- 


usually bad this spring is that there 
was a general and very severe hail- 
storm in the early part of May. which 
resulted in breaking the bark 
ail 


along the twigs, splitting it longi- 
tudinally, or making little circular 
eats from one-quarter to one-half inch 
in length. A close examination will 
reveal hundreds of such cnts made 
in the bark by hail stones in almost 
every fruit tree over the entire terri- 
tory traversed by tbe storm. The 
blight germs enter these openings in 
the bark and work upward and down- 
ward in the twig, causing speedy 
death of tissue, making the leaves 
and fruit turn black and wither, and 
the twiss to break. This particular 
disease is confined to the pome fruits, 
or apple, pear and quince, and is the 
most serious disease of these fruits. 
When it enters an opening near the 
ground, such as Is often mad. by

FRANCIS JOSEPH VERY SPRY 


Aged Emperor of Austria Equal to

Francis Molnar, war correspondent 


In the Carpathians of Az Est, gives an 
interview with an officer of high rank, 
who had had an audience of Emperor 
Francis Joseph a few days previously 
in Vienna. The officer said: 


"I spent half an hour in the working 


room of his majesty, and found him 
to he much more lively and agile than 
at any time during the last years 
when I saw him. During the audi- 
ence the emperor walked up and down 
the room. He was always noted for 
bis excellent memory, but what I saw 
in regard to this now was really mar- 
velous. His majesty knows the name 
of the commander of every regiment, 
and even now is well informed as to 
changes taking place in commanders 
of brigades and regiments. 


"He is informed every day as to the 


work being (lone by all the war ma- 
terial factories. 
On the table in his 


study lies an immense map with small j 
flags indicating the position of the 
fighting forces. 


"Cordial relations esist between his 


majesty and the heir apparent. The 
emperor speaks highly of the young 
king speaks very highly of the young 
heir and is extremely proud and fond 
of him. 


"His medical advisers clo not willing- 


ly consent to his drives out, though he 
asks them daily to allow him to Tisit 
the wounded soldiers in the hospitals. 
The few visits he has paid to the hos- 
pitals have been small victories over 
the doctors."

Russian Scientist, Amazingly Vigorous 


at Seventy Years of Age, Tells 


How Human Life May Be 


Long Extended. 


Professor Metchnikoff is again dis- 


coursing on beneficent bacilli. Their 
introduction into the system t<j de- 
stroy pernicious microbes will post- 
pone old age indefinitely, he main- 
tains, with the result that no man 
need take a vacation to recuperate 
lost vitality. Metchnikoff at seventy 
works all the time with undiminished 
zest. 
The fountain of youth which 


Ponce de Leon sought in 1513 in Flor- 
ida he could have found at home in 
sour milk and natural sugar. 


For his years the Russian scientist 


is amazingly vigorous. He has been 
getting back and keeping his youth 
for 17 years. 
In a recent interview 


Metchnikoff seems to have said noth- 
ing about exercise as an aid to health. 
His aim has been to prevent contami- 
nation of the blood by intestinal poi- 
sons which clog the human machinery 
by contact as they spread to organs 
and arteries. Presumably Metchnikoff 
takes the air regularly, but science 
interests him much more than sport. 
Perhaps it can be inferred that he does 
not think the usual forms of exercise 
necessary if a proper microbe diet is 
practiced. 


The active agents Metchnikoff finds 


in the sugar of dates as well as in 
the lactic acid of prepared milk. 
He 


eats nothing that is not cooked; even 
his fruit must be stewed. ' The sour 
milk he takes at his "first breakfast," 
which consists of vegetable bouillon 
and weak tea, besides the draft of 
bacilli. At lunch and dinner he eats 
a little meat, free of vegetables, and 
always compote of fruit. While other 
scientists of his age who do not fol- 
low his system falter at their work 
in the laboratory, Professor Metchni- 
koff knows no fatigue, finishing each 
day fresh and full of enthusiasm. Yet 
he comes of a short-lived family. He 
insists that his physical condition 
proves beyond challenge that the the- 
ory of beneficent bacilli is sound. 


Some of the 
physical culturists 


reach ihe same result by a system of 
bc-ne twisting, muscle stretching and 
flushing the colon. One of them, San- 
ford Bennett, a well-known business 
man of San Francisco, is more vigor- 
ous and nimble at seventy-two than 
Professor Metchnikoff is at seventy. 
Mr. Bennett, who eats what he pleases, 
holds the same theory of the debili- 
tating and wasting effects of intes- 
tinal poisoning, but knowingly he does 
not consume certain kinds of bacilli 
to kill others. While a successful ex- 
perimenter on himself, he is not a sci- 
entist At fifty Bennett was a bilious 
and tired-out business man rapidly 
growing old. Today he has a fresh 
complexion, sleeps soundly, moves 
about like a healthy man of forty, and 
can go through a day's bird shooting 
in the woods without fatigue. Assum- 
ing that Professor Metchnikoff is right 
when he says that the battle of bacilli 
in the human system can be decided in 
favor of the invaders introduced in 
natural sugar and sour milk, it might 
be worth while inquiring whether the 
bad bacilli are not killed by the meth- 
ods of the unscientific San Francisco 
priest of youth in old age. although he 
makes no study at. all of those foods 
that contain good bacilli- 


New Methods Kill Old Customs. 
One by one they go, the cabbies of 


the cities. In Chicago, for instance. 
only a handful remains of the old- 
timers. As a vanishing race we salute 
them.
